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Preface. 

> N the gradual revival of Catho- 
' He doctrine and practice, which 
has leavened the Church of 
England during the past and 
present generations, the question of the In- 
vocation of Saints and Angels has not at- 
tracted that attention which its importance 
in the scheme of revealed Truth demands. 
Many causes may be assigned for this 
n^lect of an int^;ral portion of any con- 
sistent belief in the dogma of the Commu- 
nion of Saints. The descent and early 
training of those who originated the Trac 
tarian Revival in the first days of the Oxford 
Movement : the doctrine of Reserve which 
they both taught and acted upon to so wide 
an extent : and the almost individual ab- 
sorption of the personal leaders of the 
Church Party into the Roman Communion, 
when they had grasped but a comparatively 
small proportion of the circle of truths which 
we are now thankful to accept in greater 
entirety— these causes but imperfectly ac- 
catmt for the neglect with which this A.Tt\c\e

of the Creed has been treated by English 
Catholics. 

This neglect has doubtless been over- 
ruled by Almighty GoD for the good of His 
Church. However incomplete was the faith 
of those who were led to seek for greater 
privileges at the price of fewer responsibili- 
ties ; and however unwise may have been 
the practice of keeping back God's truth 
from God's people, even in the state of 
society which witnessed the birth of the 
Catholic Revival, there can be little doubt 
that the doctrine of Invocation had but a 
slender chance of acceptance with the Ox- 
ford School. of thought in the period of its 
infancy. Whether or not a more full and 
frank avowal of higher principles and deeper 
truths, together with the adoption of a more 
worthy ceremonial to enshrine and announce 
them, might have still kept in our Com- 
munion those many whose places have not 
been and cannot be filled, it is difficult to 
say. Doubtless there were many difficulties 
to be overcome to which we, at the present 
day, are not subjected, and of which we can 
form but a faint idea. But the fact remains 
uncontradicted. The doctrine of Reserve 
was adopted. Ritual development was not 
encouraged. And well nigh to a man the 
flower of the Catholic Party was transplanted 
to a soil which, if it afforded not all that 
was anticipated, yet provided much that was 
before demedi. 
On the other hand, it must not be iox^olleiv. 
that ^eat principles were fought foi and wexe 
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gained by those who have gone before ; nor 
that the standard of the externals of the 
Faith was much raised by these pioneers in 
the Movement Nor, again, can it be denied 
that many truths both in theory and prac- 
tice which we prize and hold to, as of the 
chiefest importance, were not classed by 
the Writer of the Epistle to the Hebrews 
amongst the first principles of the Christian 
Religion, and find no place, except implicitly, 
in the Creeds. Yet, it is most true, that much 
elementary teaching which we might fairly 
claim to have inherited from our fathers in 
the faith, we have had laboriously to search 
out for ourselves, painfully to prove to 
others, and in different d^^rees to witness to 
and suffer for on behalf of the Church. 

One by one, either in questions of doctrine, 
or in matters of practice, have the traditional 
articles of the Creed of Christendom, in our 
day, been gradually re-asserted in a Branch 
of the Church which, from different points of 
view, has been considered as a dead or a 
decaying Branch. The like fate in kind, 
and a similar fate in d^ree, has followed 
each successive revival of Catholic teaching 
or Catholic usage. The belief has been 
proclaimed, or the ceremonial has been in- 
troduced, and the development from a lower 
to a higher stage, either in the domain of 
dogma, or in the sphere of sense, forthwith 
attracts to itself, in a varying scale of mteti- 
sity, the only requisite needful for u\.timaX.ft 
acceptance— public attention. The mteresl 

of the world having been excited, its oppo- 
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sition, which is the second element of assured 
success, is aioused. Then comes the phase 
of criticism by the prcs^ antagociisjn and 
malediction from different quarters, threat- 
ened or actual prosecution, possibly suffer- 
ing, and certainly the modified form of Con- 
fessorship, which alone the nineteenth cen- 
tury can bestow. Meanwhile, the inculpated 
doctrine or the denounced usage has secured 
a wider and ever widening range of public 
notoriety and of private consideration ; and 
in the end, to a greater or a less degree, and 
in a longer or shorter period, the revived 
truth invariably finds acceptance, and occa- 
sionally secures popularity, to an extent 
which the most sanguine of its advocates 
could not have ventured to predict. 

The neglect to which the dogma and the 
practice of Invocation has been hitherto 
condemned, seems now [n a fair way to test 
the law of Catholic development in the case 
of doctrinal revival. In the wholly abnor- 
mal condition of Christian opinion in Eng- 
land, on the vital point of the Coramonion 
of SEunts, which has existed for the last 
three centuries, and in which we find our- 
selves placed, the effort for revival has to 
be made. That the question has to be met 
and answered admits of no doubt. That the 
present is as favourable a time as can be ex- 
pected, for its assertion in the generation now 
jiassing away, may be conceded. Most of 
the fiindamenlal verities of tie Yaitli Vait 
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have been favourably received. It is time, 
therefore, that advantage should be taken of 
such success to hold out further truths for 
general reception. But the sins of omis- 
sion on the part of our spiritual fathers are 
visited on their children. The less able 
disciples are called upon to enforce prin- 
ciples and to encourage practices which the 
more able masters would have found it diffi- 
cult to popularise. They have to influence a 
public which recognises neither the privilege 
nor the duty of Invocation. They have to 
educate those, who only do not decline to be 
taught the truth, in a system of doctrines 
of which the Invocation of the Saints and 
Angels forms an integral portion. That 
system, with its manifold adjuncts and its 
almost endless connection with correlative 
doctrines, is included in a full realization of 
the Communion of Saints. Such is the line 
of duty now opened out to us. These great 
subjects ought not to be, and cannot be, 
longer overpast by us. It remains to be 
seen how we shall perform our duty, and 
how we shall meet the opposition which 
such performance will surely entail. That 
the course to be run by the doctrine of the 
Communion of Saints will differ, by the 
force of opposition, from the course followed 
by other Articles of the Faith when first re- 
vived, is not to be expected. That its final 
result will be identical with the lesuXX. 
tattained by other unpopular and UTVpaX.a- 
ab/e truths, when openly taught and per- 
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sistently acted on, is not to be doubted. 
Past neglect is to be atoned for by present 
zeal. It is to be remedied by men in many 
ways inferior to those giants who were 
pioneers in the Movement, yet by men who 
have practically extended the Faith far more 
widely. And though the spiritual work 
may be less artistically finished, the result 
will be more successful in popularising this 
article of the Creed, if only on these grounds, 
that those who assert the doctrine are as- 
sured of its position in the circle of Catholic 
Truth, and have no doubt of their own 
position in that Branch of Christ's Church 
in which they have been called by Him to 
minister. 

In addition to two Manuals of devotion, 
there have lately appeared three treatises 
which distinctly advocate the doctrine of 
the Invocation of Saints and Angels. One 
of these treatises forms a portion of an 
Explanation of the xxxix Articles ^ by the 
Bishop of Brechin, under the consideration 
of the Twenty-second Article. Another 
is contained in one of the Essays in the last 
series of The Church and the Worlds en- 
titled the Invocation of Saints and Angels, 
by Canon Humble. The third takes the 
form of an Introductory Essay to a Life 
of the Blessed Virgin, The Femall Glory ^ 
on the Cultus of our Lady, by an Anglican 
Priest These three treatises have, compara- 
ti'veJy speaking, broken new ground *m l\ve 
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English theological mind of the present 
century : and sufficient thanks can hardly 
be accorded to their respective reverend 
authors for their boldness, in obedience to 
their convictions, in thus adventuring them- 
selves into so impopular an arena of polemical 
controversy. None of these three treatises was 
intended to be exhaustive of the wide subject 
on which they were written. But they have 
succeeded in again placing before the Church 
of to-day, and in attracting the attention of 
Churchmen, to a portion of their Catholic 
inheritance, whidi for more than one 
generation of home-missionary labour had 
been denied to them — possibly with good 
reason, yet certainly denied to them — by 
their earlier teachers. 

The present Manual is intended to sup- 
plement practically the work effected dog- 
matically by these treatises on the Invo- 
cation of the Saints. Yet neither does this 
book purpose to be exhaustive in the illus- 
trations of Catholic devotion which it affords. 
As the first announced Manual of its kind for 
the use of English Churchmen, though its 
publication has been delayed, and as one of 
the earliest issued, it was considered wise to 
contract the area proposed to be occupied, 
rather than to extend its proportions. Hence, 
with a single exception, the Saints personally 
invocated in the present Manual are those 
with whom our Blessed Lord was pleased 
to he associated on earth, or unto w'hom'H.e 
revealed Himself after His Resunectioiv. 
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The exception occurs in the Greek Canon 
translated in the body of the work, and was 
rendered needful from the exigencies of the 
acrostic form in which the Ode was com- 
posed. But this limitation affords a plain 
mark of division between those whom it 
would be otherwise a matter of exceeding 
diflftculty to divide : and whilst it com- 
prises the Blessed Virgin, the Apostles of the 
Lord Jesus, S. Paul, the Evangelists, S. 
John Baptist, with other primitive Disciples 
mentioned in Holy Scripture, it excludes 
the Is-apostolic Fathers, the early Martyrs, 
the great Doctors of the Church, the saintly 
Virgins, the holy Confessors, and the Saints 
of later Christendom. The three Arch- 
angels have also been invoked by name. 
It is much to be hoped, however, that an 
effort may be made to remedy the deficiency 
which the present Editor felt himself unequal 
to supply, to give that honour to the non- 
scriptural Saints which has been attempted 
for the Saints whose names are recorded on 
the pages of Holy Writ, and who are specially 
commemorated by the Church of England. 
The manner also of Invocation has been 
carefully dealt with. It is believed that 
Catholic custom ^in this matter has been 
mainly followed. As a rule, the two forms 
of Invocation are restricted to two several 
kinds of devotion. The direct method of 
Invocation — or the asking for the prayers of 
the Saints from themselves — is generally 
confined to the Litany form oli -pVeaL^m^. 
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The indirect method — or the asking for the 
prayers of the Saints through Almighty 
God — takes the form of Collects. Of course 
this rule in Catholic devotion admits of 
wide exceptions. But in the present little 
volume the rule has been adhered to almost 
exclusively — ^save only in the case of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary. Moreover, the dis- 
tinction, which is a thoroughly Catholic 
distinction as defined by Cardinal Bellamiine, 
between asking ''the Saints that they, as 
authors of Divine benefits, would grant us 
means to beatitude," and asking from them 
their intercessions to this end — is adhered to 
in the present compilation. And any lan- 
guage, in the Hynms for instance, which 
may seem to forget such distinction is to be 
interpreted by this rule ; and the Reader is 
to miderstand that it is the Saints' prayers 
alone, for benefits desired, that are asked. 

The contents of tins Manual are fourfold 
in kind : — 

I. The first Part contains Meditations on 
the practice of the Invocation of Saints, 
under the form of Colloquies between the 
Divine Master and the Disciple. The man- 
ner in which the practice is here introduced 
to the Reader — at once temperate, devout 
and Scriptural — bespeaks the assent of 
those who use it for the conclusions at which 
it arrives. The Colloquies are translated from 
the ParaJiFus Am'ffue CAristiatue^ by Horsl. 
//, Utanies of the Holy Saints and An- 
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gels follow in the second Part. These are 
taken or compiled from various sources. 
Some Litanies are translated from the Para- 
disus and from the CalestePalmetum — a book 
not so well known amongst us as it deserves 
to be — themselves in turn compiled from 
Holy Writ. Some are taken from the Col- 
lects for Saints'-days and other Festivals of 
the English and other Churches. And some 
are newly compiled directly from the New 
Testament, on the words and works of the 
Apostles and other Saints. 

III. The "Devotions" in the third Part 
are of more varied origin : and the sacred 
literature of both the East and West has 
been laid imder contribution. A method 
of reciting the Lord's Prayer with a com- 
memoration of the Saints, is taken from the 
Paradise of Horst. The Sunday of All 
Saints and the Supplicatory Canon come 
from an Eastern origin. And the Prayers of 
the Holy Angels — S. Michael, S. Gabriel, 
S. Raphael, Guardian Angel, and all holy 
Angels ; the Prayers of the Blessed Virgin ; 
the Prayers of all the Saints, according to 
their Orders — Patriarchs and Prophets, 
Martyrs and Confessors, Virgins and Saints ; 
and the Collects of the Apostles, are ren- 
dered, or adapted, from Greek, English, and 
Latin sources — from the Greek Synopsis 
and the Eastern Office Books, from the 
Roman Liturgy, the Paris Missal, the Moz- 
ajiabic Breviary, the Sarum Encheiridion, 
and the English Book of CoTnmoii"PTa^ei. 
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IV. The last division of the Manual con- 
tains Hymns, translated or original, from 
the Paradise^ the Roman and Sarum Offices, 
the Hymns of the late Rev. F. W. Faber, 
the Lyra Catholica and Poems of the Rev. 
£. Caswall, and the Lauda Syon and En- 
cheiridion of J. D. Chambers, Esq. This 
division might have been easily and bene- 
ficially increased, had not the bulk to which 
the book was limited forbidden further ex- 
tension. 

It will be observed that the Collects and 
Prayers of S. Mary occupy but a small 
portion of the contents of the following 
pages. This course was adopted with the 
intention of suppl3ring this deficiency, at a 
future time, in a companion volume devoted 
entirely to* the Cultus of our Lady. Her 
claims, however, have not been overlooked 
in the present book. One division of the 
"Devotions" is exclusively set aside to 
Prayers of the Blessed Virgin, and her In- 
vocation heads the Invocation of the Saints 
in the Litanies in the second Part. Full 
justice could not be done, it was thought, 
in the way of selection, to the devotions of 
Blessed Mary in a portion of a small volume 
assigned to the Invocation of Saints in 
general. 

The attention of those who use this 
Manual is claimed for two features in \l& 
composJtfOD. Firstly f for the maimer m 
wlucli the Prayers of the Church, and cs- 
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pecially the Collects of the English Liturgy, 
have been either adapted to the purpose of 
this book, or have been manipulated into 
the form of Litanies, for the firet time, it is 
believed, in the interests of the Invocation 
of Saints. And secondly, for the way in 
which the events of Holy Scripture, and 
the words and deeds of the Saints of the 
New Testament have been made subser- 
vient to the same end. Familiarity with 
the language of the Prayer Book, and the 
evident advantage of employing devout 
thoughts in the matchless phraseology in 
which they are expressed, suggested the use 
of the former. And the latter was adopted 
from the belief that the use of Scriptural 
language, and allusions to the well-remem- 
bered events of the Gospel story, would 
strike a chord in the hearts both of those 
who invocate on earth, and of those who 
are commemorated in Heaven, which would 
stimulate the one to more devout pleading, 
and would kindle the zeal of the other to 
more active intercession. 

In the compilation of this Manual I have 
to acknowledge with many thanks the kind 
co-operation of members of the Greek, 
English and Latin Churches. To the pub- 
lishers of the Hymns of Mr. Caswall and 
the late Dr. Faber, Messrs. Bums and 
Richardson, I have to express my obliga- 
tions. And to Mr. Bums I am also espe- 
ciallyindehted. for placing the H)m[ins trans- 
lated in his Edition of the Parodist aX m^ 
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disposal. The following friends ha^e also 
afforded me great assistance — the Rev. E- 
Caswall, with his English version of Latin 
Hymns, from the Lyra Catholka^ and his 
volmne of Poems {Bums) : J. D. Chambers 
Esq., by translations in prose and poetry 
from the Encharidioft or Hours of Prayer 
of SaruMf and Lauda Syon : the Editors of 
Holy Communion {Lumley\ and The Little 
Hours of the Church of England (Masters), 
by the use of Collects: the Rev. Canon 
Humble, and the Rev. Dr. Littledale, with 
much literary help and many translations 
from Greek and Latin sources: the Rev. 
Athanasius Richardson, by devotions from 
the Offices and private Prayer Books of the 
Eastern Church, English versions of which 
add very much to the value of the Manual, 
and are taken from sources comparatively 
little known amongst us ; and lastly, in 
alphabetical order only, J. C. Webster, 
Esq. 

The mingling together of prayers from the 
devotional treasures of both East and West 
for our own use, is a plan which appears to 
have many advantages. The devotions 
which follow alwa3rs express the meaning 
of the original, although they are not always 
literal translations from them. They have, 
however, been subjected in some cases to 
contraction. In cases in which the original 
form limits the prayers of those who m- 
vocate to a certain commemoration or iesXi- 
«4 tAe particular invocation has been ma^e 
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general ; and blanks have been left for the 
introduction of individual names. 

As this Manual is only intended to form 
a practical commentary upon the treatises on 
Invocation which have been named above, 
it seems needless to enter into the doctrinal 
questions involved in the actual use of In- 
vocation of Saints and Angels. There are, 
however, certain points on which it is well 
to anticipate and to answer objections on 
the part of those who desire to join in these 
devotions, and who have not had the ad- 
vantage of reading the dogmatic statements 
on wMch they are based. The answers to 
such objections will best be made in the 
words of the Bishop of Brechin on Article 
Twenty-two. 

One popular objection to the Invocation 
of Saints, as held and practised by the 
Church, is founded on a mistaken interpre- 
tation of the Twenty-second Article. The 
Article asserts that "the Romish doctrine 
concerning . . . Invocation of Saints, is 
. . . repugnant to the Word of God." 
Hence persons assume that the Catholic 
practice of Invocation is condemned by the 
Church of England as ** a fond thing vainly 
invented, and grounded upon no warranty 
of Scripture." Upon which false deduction 
the Bishop writes thus : — 

*' Whatever dissidence may be imagined to exist 
between the preceding Articles and the doctrines as 
propounded by the Council of Trent» l\\ere \s xiotvt 
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with regard to the subjects mentioned in the present 
one ; for while the points formerly touched on were 
ruled by the Church of England subsequently to 
the earlier decrees of the Council, the questions of 
Purgatory [which forms the title of Artide xxii] and 
Pardons were not discussed for many months after 
the publication of the Article. The Article therefore 
cannot be strained into a condemnation and con- 
tradiction of that which did not exist at the time ; 
and we must come to the conviction that it was uot 
the formularised doctrine, but a current and cor- 
rupt practice in the Latin or Western Church which 
is here declared to be 'fond,' and 'vainly invented.' 
The distinction is a very important one. People 
are apt to ignore the real reformation which took 
place within the Latin Church, the wise and scien- 
tific treatment to which many points were subjected, 
and the abuses and scandal which were discounte- 
nanced. No doubt the reform might with effect 
have been carried further . . . Still the Council did 
a mighty work, and such men as S. Carlo Borromeo 
. . . S. Filippo Neri, and a host of others who 
carried on the work, exhibit in their own persons 
the results that were effected . . . The points against 
which this Article Ls directed, may be discerned in 
many of the satires which immediately preceded the 
Reformation . . . These exhibit the picture of a 
great decay of practical religion. Excess always 
leads to reaction. Superstition is closer to irre- 
ligion than men think for, and the misery is, that 
you can hardly prune away the one without pro- 
moting the other. Tear the ivy off the mouldering 
church wall, and you will bring away part of the 
wall with it So was it at the Reformation. It was 
impossible to reform and not to deform ; and as a fact, 
much that had once been good, and in time abused, 
was for the time lost. Solemn rites that had lost 
their significance . . . were cast aside as useless ; 
edifying ceremonies * . . were ignored, doctrines 
. . . dropped out ofsightf and a one-sided view of 
God's truth was advocated and enforced. This waib 

b 
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specially the case with regard to the subject of the 
Article. * The Romish doctrine/ in the earlier type 
of the Article termed * the Scholastic doctrine,' was 
hereby condemned. It only was condemned. But, 
somehow, people seemed to forget that besides the 
Romish doctrine on these subjects there was a Ca- 
tholic doctrine also ; that the errors lay rather in the 
exaggeration and want of proportion of the state- 
ments than in the substance ; and that, as formerly, 
there had been danger from excess, there wa§ now 
danger in defect, in the way of suppressing impor- 
tant truths of the Gospel. For on every one of the 
points mentioned there is an underlying Christian 
truth." 

Upon the general question of Invocation 
of Saints, the Bishop of Brechin writes 
thus: — 

" Of all the points of difference between the un- 
reformed churches and ourselves, there is none 
which has practically widened the difference so 
much as the Invocation of Saints. The divergence 
has operated on both sides. Roman Catholics and 
Orthodox Easterns regard the disuse of this practice 
as an evidence of great want of faith, and of the pre- 
sence of an impious unsupematural temper on the 
part of the reformed ; while these in return have 
accused of superstition, and even idolatry, the 
having recourse to any created being in the way of 
prayer. One cannot help honouring both senti- 
ments, however contrarient their practical results. 
To live in an atmosphere of faith, to recognise in a 
very loving and practical way the Communion of 
Saints, to have faith and confidence, even in the 
most subordinate powers of the unseen world, sheds 
a beautiful light over the Christian life of those who 
have been trained in such devotion ; on the other 
hand one respects that jealousy for the honour and 
incommunicable privileges of God which sees dan- 
ger where others find food for faith, and which 
centres all its thought on the One Supreme \Tvv\iv\>\e 
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Object of the a^nrati<His of the believing soul. 
Viewing the matter from this dispassionate light, it 
shall be our duty, first to assert the truth of the 
Hteral meaning of the Article, that the doctrine of 
the Romamsts,' ' on the Invocation of Saints,' is ' a 
fond thing, . . . repugnant to the word of Goo;' 
azid then to show what has been the real mind of 
the ancient Church upon the pomt of doctrine." 

Into the former, or n^ative, portion of 
this question it is not the province of this 
preface to enter : on the latter, or positive, 
part. Bishop Forbes has the following re- 
marks, to which the Reader's attention is 
directed ; — 

" There is another aspect which it would be tm- 
candid and unphilosophical to pass over. There are 
certain high-strung souls, of whose undivided and 
entire love to God there can be no doubt, whose in- 
tense personal love to our Lord is the warmest, and 
who realise His Passion in a measure into which 
our cold hearts cannot enter, to whom this devotion 
is congeniaL In them it exists in entire subordina- 
tion to the fedings which the incommunicaUe right 
of God to our entire selves engender and cultivate. 
We may not be able to understand them, but such 
they are. There must, therefore, be some aspect of 
this practice which appeals to a very high part of our 
nature, and therefore well deserves our careful con- 
sideration. This can best be attained by tracing 
out the development of the doctrine in the history 
of the Church. We have, then, to ask two questions : 
I. Did the early Churdi believe in the intercession 
of diose holy persons who have gone to their rest ?

With regard to the first of these questions, 
the Bishop says, there is not a shadow of 
doubt ; and to the Bishop's explanation the 
reader is referred for proof; and though " it 
may seem superfluous to adduce passages 
from the Fathers to show that they taught 
that Angels and Saints pray for us, yet it 
may have its use." And the following 
Fathers of the Church, Bishops, and Doc- 
tors, and Saints, and Martyrs, are quoted 
from at greater or less length : — Clement of 
Alexandria, Origen, one of the "older 
masters" of Origen, S. Dionysius of Alex- 
andria, S. Gregory Thaumaturgus, Euse- 
bius, Didymus of Alexandria, S. James of 
Nisibis, S. Basil, S. Hilary, the witnesses 
of the mart5rrdom of S. Ignatius, S. Cy- 
prian, S. Athanasius, S. Antony, S. Theo- 
dotus, S. Cyril of Jerusalem, S. Gregory of 
Nazianzus, S. Gregory of Nyssa, S. Am- 
brose, S. Augustine, S.^Chrysostom, S. Leo, 
S. Jerome, Prudentius, and amongst other 
less well-known Fathers, both individually 
and collectively, the Bishops of the GEcu- 
menical Council of Chalcedon. 

With regard to the second of these 
questions, the Bishop enquires : — 

*' Apart from the prayer to God to grant favours 

at the intercesaon of such or such a Martyr or 

SMtat, . . . did the Early Church tiurvV vx. Trt^iVix. 
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directly to ask the Saints to use those intercessions 
in whose efficacy they believed ?" 

For a reply in detail the Reader will re- 
fer to the Explanation of the Articles, But 
these words may here be quoted — 

" It is true indeed that no instance can be quoted 
before the Council of Nicaea, except the case . . . 
out of Acts imdoubtedly Apocryphal . . . Yet, it 
cannot be doubted, that in the latter part of the 
fourth century the great Fathers who secured and 
transmitted our faith, practised it and taught it, [the 
' Invocation of Saints.'] " 

And amongst others these Fathers, of 
both the East and West, may be named— S. 
Ephrem and S. Damasus, S. Gregory of 
Nyssa and S. Gr^ory of Nazianzus, S. 
Ambrose, S. Basil and S. Cyril, Prudentius 
and Theodoret, S. Chrysostom, S. Jerome, 
and S. Augustine. 

Such, then, continues Bishop Forbes — 

" Such being the authorities for the practice of 
asking the Prayers and Intercessions of the Saints, 
even those same great Fathers who jealously guarded 
for us, and by their toils and sufferings transmitted 
to us the belief in the All-holy Trinity, and our 
Blessed Lord's Divine Person ; such being the tes- 
timony' upon which they tested it, viz., the expe- 
rience of diose who had sought through the Saints 
what God alone could give, and had found it, we 
hav(^ nothing in principle to except against it, if 
only those errors be guarded against to which our 

' This testimony may be seen in the 'Bishop oi 
Brechin's volume under the heading of * Pravcts to 
the Saints,' 
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poor human nature is so easily inclined, of betaking 
ourselves to the Saints, as to beings less holy, less 
awful, whom the soul ever approaches with less 
effort and less fear than Him, Who being our Me- 
diator will also be our Judge. The Council of Trent 
itself desired that ' all superstitions in the Invocation 
of Saints should be removed.* ** 

The Bishop thus sums up the whole posi- 
tion : — 

'* In principle, then, there is no question, herein* 
between us and any other portion of the Catholic 
Church . . . Bellarmine lays down formally these 
propositions: i. We may not ask the Saints that 
they, as authors of the Divine benefits, would grant 
. us glory or peace, and other means to beatitude. 
3. Saints are not our immediate intercessors with 
God, but whatever they impetrate, they impetrate 
through Christ . . . Even when the incommuni- 
cable attributes of God have, in expression at least, 
been invaded, the real underlying belief has been 
explained to be [as Bellarmine is careful to particu- 
larise] that nothing is obtained for man, no grace, 
no aid, no gift for body, soul, or spirit, except 
through or from the One Mediator between God 
and man, our adorable Lord Christ Jesus. Prayer 
to the Saints in Heaven is explained, again and 
again, to be the same in kind as the .prayers to the 
Saints on earth ; as S. Augustine speaks of the cul- 
tus of the Saints in Heaven being the same in kind 
as the cultus of Saints on earth. * Since the media- 
tion of the Saints is not involved like that of Christ, 
since their mediation is held to be only one of inter- 
cession not of redemption, since the efiectualness 
of this intercession rests on God's free mercy and 
the merits of Christ, then the honour of Christ 
and the aloneness of His redemption is not in the 
least intrenched upon. If the intercession of be- 
lievers-on earth may be InvoVLcd, vnXivoMX. 'vaVVrrj U> 
the honour of Christ as Mediator, Wvv tvox. iNsft 
the intercession of the Saints "uv Hea-Neu^* 



»»»» 
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For a fuller examination of popular ob- 
jections against the Invocation of Saints in 
general, the reader will do well to consult 
the Essay of Canon Humble. The passages 
from the Fathers upon which the Bishop of 
Brechin bases his defence of the Catholic 
doctrine may be read at length in the Ex- 
planation of the xxxix Articles, And the 
grounds on which the Cultus, in particular, 
of Blessed Mary is asserted, with some of 
the reasons which prevent the present age 
from accepting such a practice, are stated in 
the Introductory Essay to The Femall Glory. 
There is no doubt that one cause therein 
assigned is a true reason, the wide-spread 
Nestorianism of the present day — a Nes- 
torianism which has taken strong hold even 
of those who profess and are supposed to ac- 
knowledge without reserve the Divinity of 
our Blessed Lord. For in at least two re- 
views of The Femall Glory which have lately 
appeared in the organs of the Evangelical 
party in the Church, the fatal heresy has 
been distinctly and positively enunciated 
that Mary is not the Mother of God. 

Another and opposite reason for the denial 
to the Saints of the honour due unto them, 
and the denial to us men of the privilege of 
asking their prayers, is to be found in the 
false idea of what may be Catholic teaching 
on this subject. The Protestant opmioiv otv 
the practice of Invocation^ takes t\ie ioxm 
that such pleading is of necessity. The C^l- 
tAoJic teaching may perhaps be expressed Vsi 
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a single word — Invocation is permissible. It 
is a matter of devotion not of obligation. 
It is a privilege not a duty. And the words 
of the Doctors of the Council of Trent, whilst 
they may be accepted as the completest 
answer to those who consider Article xxii 
to prohibit our use of Invocation, may be 
also taken as the fullest definition of the 
practice which Catholic dogma requires. The 
Decrees of Trent declare "that it is good 
and useful suppliantly to invoke (the Saints)^ 
and to have recourse to their prayers, 
aid and help, for obtaining benefits from 
God, through His Son Jesus Christ our 
Lord, Who is our only Redeemer and 
Saviour." And this position, as has been 
shewn in the Essay by an Anglican Priest, 
if not explicitly taught by the Fathers of the 
Pan- Anglican Synod, appears to have been 
implicitly accepted by the Bishops of the 
Anglican Church, who assembled at Lam- 
beth and held out the right hand of fellow- 
ship to that Orthodox Church of the East 
whose veneration of the Saints is even more 
authoritatively decided than that of the 
Latin Church in the West. 

In conclusion, and without entering into 
further details, I wish to be allowed to 
suggest one line of thought to English Ca- 
tholics on the subject of this book. It is a 
line not always followed by those whose 
calling it is to teach and to \ead V!iae ^o^^ol 
Christ. The Invocation oi SaitsXs ^jad^ Kx^.- 
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gels is sometimes hesitatingly proclaimed, 
and even apologetically forbidden, on the 
ground that the practice cannot be defended 
on documentary evidence prior to the fourth 
century. To my mind such timid assertion, 
or such injudicious prohibition, contains the 
elements of dogmatic proof which is only 
not absolute. The prc^x)sition, even as 
enunciated from the least positive side, by 
those who take Catholic Tradition at its true 
value, is sufficient to silence antagonistic 
theories. To be enabled to affirm that any 
given practice, involving high doctrine, has 
existed in the whole Christian Church, both 
East and West, from the fourth to the nine- 
teenth centuries, unquestioned for thirteen 
hundred, and, in spite of questioning, for 
three hundred years ; to be enabled upon 
documentary evidence to trace backwards 
from age to age, such a practice for sixteen 
hundred years, in the works and by the acts 
of those most esteemed in Christ's Church ; 
and to be enabled to state that in the few 
records which remain of those obscure but 
faithfrd times, the practice was not described 
as novel, but was in use as a recognised 
portion of a devotional Christian life — is to 
be enabled to say that which it requires 
more than a vague disclaimer, possible diffi- 
culties and unreasonable prejudice to coun- 
tervail. If we can point, as we can poml,\.o 
the use of Invocation in the Church \3 m- 
versal up to the fourth century oi iVwt 
Cluisdan era, we, as Catholics may safeV^ 
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be content both to accept the custom as 
certainly primitive, and to believe in the 
doctrine on which it is based as infallibly 
true. 

Further considerations will strengthen our 
belief in this position. If we consider the 
exceedingly small amount of documentary 
evidence, whereby our holy faith may be 
proved to be that same faith of the Church, 
which existed prior to the fourth century, the 
value of the negative evidence against Invo- 
cation will be minimized. If we consider 
the careful jealousy with which the Church 
watched and circumscribed both her doc- 
trine and her practice in those early and 
purer ages, the value of the positive evidence 
in favour of Invocation will be considerably 
enhanced. But if we remember that a single 
Father of the Church, by personal and in- 
dividual teaching, might have handed down 
the tradition of Invocation from a disciple of 
S. John, and might have handed on the 
tradition of Invocation to a Bishop of the 
Council of Nicaea, the evidence against 
asking the prayers of the Saints sinks into 
nothii^paess — ^the evidence on behalf of such 
prayers becomes irresistible. It would re- 
quire scarcely more than an average age of 
tireescore years and ten to allow of a con- 
vert of an Apostle and a teacher of a Father 
of the first General Council to meet and 
respectively to impart and carry forward the 
teaching of the Church. And, since iVve 
Bishops of the fourth century \Tvd.\spMV?;)oVj 
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made use of the practice in question, it can- 
not be doubted that their system of Invoca- 
tion was based upon primitive and Aposto- 
lic teaching. No amount of practical diffi- 
culties which beset the Invocation of Saints 
are sufficiently strong to militate against this 
position. The reply to all such objections 
is distinct. We cannot doubt that such 
practical difficulties presented themselves 
to the minds of those great Fathers of the 
Church — and yet, they were wont to use 
Invocation. And it is a remarkable fact 
that whilst many articles of the Apostles' 
Creed in the course of ages and from the 
spread of heresy, were made longer, less 
general, and more definite, the Article which 
briefly defines the doctrine on which Invo- 
cation is based, remains unaltered — *' I be- 
lieve, in the Communion of Saints." 

Moreover, it must be remembered that 
the Church of England is pledged to- accept 
the teaching of the Primitive Church ; and 
that the Catholic party is pledged to ac- 
knowledge the practice of the Early Fathers. 
It is an exercise of the most harmful prin- 
ciple of private judgment — which is at once 
uncritical and anti-Christian — to accept 
some given points of dogma which were en- 
forced by certain Fathers, and to reject 
other given points of dbcipline which were 
employed by the same Fathers. We gladly 
welcome the \esXimony of the great Doclois 
o/tAe Church on the fimdamental points oa 
nrh/ch they both pronounced the judgakcnX 
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of Christendom in their own day, and de- 
clared the teaching of Christendom of for- 
mer ages. Wherefore, then, the Catholic 
who believes in Tradition, may fairly ask. 
Wherefore do we hesitate to bow to the 
judgment and accept the teaching of the 
same primitive Fathers, when expressed 
with equal unanimity, upon points which 
are not fundamental? If the early Bishops 
of the East and West have asserted the faith 
of the Church upon the stupendous dogmas 
of the Holy Trinity, the Incarnation, or 
the Co-equality of God the Son, and the 
Divinity of the Holy Ghost, are they in- 
capable of assuring us, by their own prac- 
tice, what was the custom of the Church in 
the two or three centuries which went before 
them, on the comparatively less important 
doctrine of the Invocation of Saints ? Such 
inconsistency, which accepts the authority 
and rejects the evidence, cannot be ac- 
counted for on rational grounds. 

The date at which, and the persons by 
whom, the Invocation of Saints was prac- 
tically disallowed, in one portion of the 
Church, of themselves are enough to create 
a suspicion unfavourable to the discon- 
tinuance of this Catholic custom. At the 
end of fifteen centuries it w^as highly impro- 
bable that an unsystematic revelation should 
be made to lead the Reformers into all truth, 
and the personal influence of these men, law- 
Jess to all Church-law, is not smc\i «& lo wv- 
force submission to their iTidiv\d\xaV o^VmoiB&» 
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Of late their character for truth, honesty, 
consistency and disinterestedness, has been 
subjected to a searching criticism. Their 
fair fame has received a severe shock . Those 
who were loudest in declamation against the 
manner in which such criticism was made, 
have preserved the most ominous silence 
now that proof of the matter of such criti- 
cism has been published. Even the daily 
newspaper which faithfully records and 
abides by the ever fluctuating variation, and 
is itself directed by the judicious observance, 
of Public Opinion, has lately seen well to 
cast in its lot with those who cannot respect 
either the public character or the private 
lives of the English Reformers. The n^- 
lect and discouragement of an universal 
custom by such persons should afford no 
unanswerable argument for their imitation 
by English churchmen of the present day. 
Under these circumstances, in the deci-~ 
sion of the present question, for myself, I 
confess that I should prefer to be wrong 
with the goodly company of the Catholic 
Fathers of the fourth and following early 
ages of the Church, than to be right with 
the Protestant Reformers of the sixteenth 
century. But however persons may elect to 
judge herein, it is beyond controversy that 
the dis-esteem in which the Saints of God 
are held, and the contempt with whicK thc^ 
are treated hy members of the KngW:^ 
Church, does incalculable injury not only lo 
the interests of trae Religion, but also to Oie 
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great cause all Catholics have at heart, the 
visible Re-union of Christendom. May the 
present generation sweep away from our 
Branch of the Church this cause of dis-union. 
May this book take its part in the revival 
of the practice which we too hastily laid 
aside and have too tardily resumed. 
• ♦ • 

The following stanzas from the recently 
published poem, "Mother out of Sight," 
by the late revered author of The Christian

many snares, so many evil devices of 
the devil, and dangers of this life. He 
hath protected him ; that He hath 
granted imto him perseverance, even 
unto the end, and now crowns him with 
so gre&t glory and honour in Heaven ; 
and lastly, in that by the examp\&ol\C\m 
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and of others He warns and excites thee,

But this have My Saints always 
honestly confessed — ^that they possess 
nothing which they have not received ;

But this have I freely 
granted to My chosen, that since they 
have served Me with their whole heart, 
I am more graciously disposed and 
more ready to grant assistance and 
grace to those whose cause the Saints, 
that is My intimate friends, have un- 
dertaken as intercessors and advocates. 
For the Church Triumphant is joined 
to the Church Militant in the bond of 
charity ; and the Article concerning 
the Communion of Saints, which thou 
art wont daily to say in the Creed, xe- 
minds thee with how great betvefvl 
tAou mayest invoke and reverence "NV.^ 
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holy Saints whom I have so greatly 
honoured. 

Oftentimes have I withdrawn My 
inflictions from a nation ; oftentimes I 
have spared kingdoms, and provinces, 
and cities, on account of My servants 
and My chosen, who have cried unto 
Me to turn away My wrath lest I should 
destroy them. And if the deprecation 
of the just and holy was of so great 
avail in the days of their flesh, liable as 
they then were to so many failings and 
shortcomings, what can it not effect 
now that, placed beyond all the temp- 
tations of the world, they live with Me 
in happiness in My kingdom as being 
My intimates. My friends, and My 
councillors ; being, as they are, so much 
the more ready to pity, in that they are 
nearer to the Fountain of Mercy, and 
more truly acquainted with thy wants? 
For, far from that blessed Father-land 
having robbed them of their charity, it 
has increased it. They indeed already 
are safe in the haven where they would 
be, and they see thee amid the billows 
and tempests of the sea. When im- 
plored, then. My Child, by thee, they 
forthwith have recourse unto Me for 
help and succour : nor is it xtveeX. tvqx 
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right that I should cause them to be 
ashamed, or should deny them any- 
thing that I may grant unto their 
prayers.

NOT without reason dost thou, O 
My Child, express surprise at the 
wondrous things of My law, and speak 
of the glorious contests of the Saints. 
But their glory reflects some ^egree of 
shame on thee. For the Saints were 
men as thou art, of like passions, mor- 
tal, and frail ; and their hardness was 
not that of stones. Their flesh was not 
as brass ; but formed from the same dust 
of the earth. They were encompassed 
with the same inflrmity of the flesh as 
thou. They were also sensible of the 
law in their members warring against' 
the law of their mind. The world, more- 
over, persecuted them terribly. Satan 
was not more kind to them than to 
thee ; indeed, he was much more hostile. 
And yet, see how bra.vely they fought \i]i^fe 
^A^ inasmuch as love to Me ur^eA. 
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them on. They gave no rest to their 
bodies, and sleep departed from their 
eyes. They worked out their salvation 
with fear and trembling ; they walked 
anxiously before Me, and sought to 
please Me alone. They went on from 
strength to strength; and their path was 
as the shining light that shineth more 
and more unto the perfect day. Lo, these 
are they that have come out of great 
tribulation. They had trial of cruel 
mockings and scourgings; yea, more- 
over, of bonds and imprisonment. They 
were stoned, they were sawn asunder, 
were tempted, and were slain with the 
sword. They wandered about in sheep- 
skins and goat-skins, being destitute^ 
afflicted, tormented. And to them eter- 
nal glory seemed worth all this, that they 
might attain unto that through many 
labours and trials, for which prayer 
more prolonged, a short fast, or a tri- 
fling mortification, seems to thee too 
hard a sacrifice, and too great a trouble. 
But ask the Apostle Paul if he be- 
wailed the trials which he undertook 
for Me. Ask what he felt in bringing his 
flesh into subjection ; in being beaten 
thiice with rods, and with stripes above 
measure; in enduring Yv\s rcvacoY per^^. 
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his many troubles by land and sea ; or 
in that he laboured more abundantly 
than they all, and endured the thorn 
in the flesh, the messenger of Satan 
— I so ordering it for his salvation. 
Ask him if he felt all these to be 
unendurable? Further than that, he 
gloried in his infirmities ; and, through 
hope of the future, he bore lightly the 
pressure of present evils, for he knew 
that the sufferings of this present time 
are not worthy to be compared with the 
glory which should be revealed in him. 
For your light affliction, which is but 
for a moment, worketh for you a far 
more exceeding and eternal weight of 
glory. Whence neither famine, nor na- 
kedness, nor death, nor any other crea- 
ture was able to separate him from My 
love, nor hinder him from fighting the 
good fight, nor from finishing his course, 
and from looking forward to the crown 
of righteousness which was laid up for 
him in Heaven. 

Inquire also of My Martyr Laurence 
—if so you will — if he is sorry for the 
short space of time to which his body 
was exposed to torments, and delivered 
over to be roasted by fire. Lo, alteaid^ 
a thousand and more years have passeOt 
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away, whilst he has been in enjoyment 
of inestimable glory, in return for the 
endurance of one day and night ; and 
how many thousands of years to come 
— how many thousands of thousands 
remain during which he will enjoy the 
same? In like manner, turn thee to 
all the Saints, and thou wilt see that 
no one is crowned except he contend, 
and no one would wish that he had not 
contended. They all sowed in tears, 
and therefore they now reap in joy ; 
they had but little labour, and have 
gotten unto them much rest. I have 
wiped away all tears from their eyes. 
And now there shall be no more death, 
neither sorrow, nor crying, neither 
shall there be any more pain, for the 
former things are passed away. If 
they, therefore, so glorified God in their
